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There were 2, 486, 000 head of sheep and lambs on feed for market 
in seven major feeding States on November lI, 1962, according to the 
Crop Reporting Board. This is a decrease of 4 percent or 109,000 head 
from the 2,595,000 head on feed in these seven States on November 1, 1961. A decline 
in the number of sheep and lambs on feed was shown in five of the seven States-Kansas 
down 13 percent; Nebraska and California, each down 8 percent; Iowa 6 percent and 
Texas 5 percent. Increases were shown in South Dakota and Colorado, up 5 percent 
and 3 percent respectively. 


Growth Through Agricultural Progress 


September and October 1962 placements totaled 2, 151,000 head and comprised 
87 percent of the number on feed November 1. This compares with 2,274, 000 head 
and 88 percent during these two months in 1961. This year 335,000 head were placed 
on feed before September 1 compared with 321,000 head last year.

WEIGHT OF SHEEP AND LAMBS ON FEED 


A comparison of sheep and lambs on feed by weight groups in the seven major 
sheep feeding States with number on feed a year ago indicates a smaller number in 
each weight group this year except in the under 60 pound weight class. A total of 
190,000 head weighing less than 60 pounds was on hand this year compared with 
143,000 on feed a year earlier, an increase of 33 percent. The number weighing 
60-79 pounds totaled 1,269,000 head, down 9 percent from the 1, 401,000 on feed in 
this group in 1961. Those weighing 80-99 pounds totaled 944, 000 head, only slightly 
below the 948,000 head in this group a year ago. A total of 83,000 head weighed 100 
pounds or more, down 19 percent from the 103,000 head on hand November 1, 1961, 
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SHEEP AND LAMBS ON FEED - JANUARY i, 1963 


ILLINOIS: Sheep and lambs on feed for market on January 1, 1963 totaled 137,000 head. 
This year's January | inventory is 16 percent or 26,000 head less than a year 
earlier, and 22 percent or 38,000 head below the 1957-61 average. 

Of the total sheep and lambs on feed, reports show that 99 percent were lambs compared 
with 97 percent a year earlier. Western sheep and lambs accounted for 80 percent with the 
remaining 20 percent natives. This compares with 78 percent westerns and 22 percent na- 
tives last year. 

Sheep and lamb inshipments during the August to December period were about 41 percent 
below the preceding year. Mid-month average prices received for lambs during October - 
December of 1962 averaged about $1.70 more than in the same period of 1961, but $1.30 
below the 1956-60 average for these months. 

Hay and feed grains have been abundant. Weather conditions were mild and dry until 
early in December, which allowed maximum use of pastures. Temperatures have been 
unusually cold at times during the past month necessitating heavier feeding. 


UNITED STATES: The January 1 number of sheep and lambs on feed for market in 26 States 

was down 5 percent from the number on feed a year earlier. The current 
estimate at 4,041,000 head compares with 4,255,000 head last year--a decline of 214, 000 
head. The Denver market price of choice feeder lambs averaged $18.40 per 100 pounds for 
the week ending October 13,1962. In late December, Denver prices were higher and aver - 
aged $18.75 during the week ending December 29, 1962. 

Fall weather conditions in most parts of the country were favorable through January 1. 
Forage was generally available in the West, although some scattered sections were partially. 
snowcovered in late November and December. Wheat pasture development in the . 
Southern and Central Plains has been good. Generally abundant feed supplies have been 
available in the Corn Belt. 

There were 2,233,000 sheep and lambs on feed in the North Central States January 1, 
1963, a decrease of 9 percent from the 2, 459,000 head on feed a year earlier. The sharpest 
percentage decrease was in Kansas where numbers were 27 percent below the previous 
year, mainly a result of the decline in the number on feed on wheat pastures. Other declines 
were: Indiana, 20 percent; Illinois, 16 percent; Ohio and Missouri, each 15 percent;Wisconsin, 
14 percent; Minnesota, 9 percent; Iowa, 6 percent; and Nebraska, 4 percent. Increases were 
as follows: Michigan, 6 percent; and North Dakota and South Dakota, each 3 percent. 

Feeder sheep and lamb shipments in 8 of the Corn Belt States for which data are available 
totaled 1,607,220 head from July through November 1962. This was 18 percent less than for 
the same period in 1961. 

In the 11 Western States, sheep and lambs on feed totaled 1,542,000 head, 4 percent more 
than the 1, 482,000 head on feed a year earlier. Five States--Idaho, Colorado, New Mexico, 
Washington, and California-~-showed increases. All other Western States were down from a 
year earlier, except Montana and Wyoming which were unchanged. Colorado, the main feed- 
ing State in the Nation, had 575,000 head on feed January 1, 1963, a l-percent increase over 
the 570,000 head on feed a year earlier. In California, the second largest Western feeding 
State, the 368,000 head on feed January 1, 1963 was 22 percent above the January 1, 1962 
level of 302,000 head. Changes from a year earlier for States outside the Corn Belt and 
Western regions were as follows: Texas, down 15 percent; Oklahoma, down 19 percent; and 
New York, down 14 percent. 

Sheep and lambs on feed for market totaled 2,451,000 head in the 7 major feeding States 
on January 1, 1963. This was a decline of 3 percent, or 83,000 head, from the 2,534, 000 
head on feed January 1, 1962, but 10,000 head above the November 1, 1962 number on feed. 
These 7 States accounted for 61 percent of the number on feed in the 26 States. On January l, 
1963, three States showed an increase over November 1, 1962 while three States were below 
and one State was unchanged. Compared with November 1,1962, Kansas was up 11 percent; 
Texas was up 13 percent; and California was up 6 percent. South Dakota was down 12 percent; 
Nebraska, down 3 percent and Colorado down 1 percent. Iowa was unchanged. Placements 
during November and December in the 7 major States totaled 876,000 head, 36 percent of the 
number on feed January 1, 1963. The remaining 64 percent had been on feed more than two 
months. November and December fed sheep and lamb marketings from these 7 States were 
866,000 head. This was a decrease of 2 percent compared with the 882,000 head marketed 
from these States in the corresponding two months of 1961. Iowa, Nebraska, Kansas,, and 
Colorado each marketed more thana year earlier. Marketings were less than a year earlier 
in South Dakota, Texas, and California.

UNITED STATES LAMB CROP DOWN 4 PERCENT: The 1962 lamb crop totaled 20, 315,000 head, a 4 percent decline from the 
1961 crop of 21,271,000 head. This decline in the lamb crop was the 
largest for any year since 1949, 
LAMBING PERCENTAGE DOWN: The lamb crop percentage (number of lambs saved per 100 ewes 1 year of age or older on 
farms and ranches January 1) this year was 94, This compares with 95 percent for 1961 and 
96 percent for the 5-year average. The lambing percentage in the Western States at 90 was 1 percent below both last year and 
average. In the Native States, the lambing percentage was 105, the same as the previous year, but 1 percent below average.

NATIVE STATES: The 35 Native sheep States (excludes 13 Western States and Alaska) produced a lamb crop of 6, 878, 000 head, 
5 percent below 1961 and 9 percent lower than average. A decline in the number of breeding ewes accounted 
for the decrease in the lamb crop as the lambing percentage was the same for 1962 and 1961, In the 35 Native States the lamb 
crop was smaller in 24 States, unchanged in 5 States, and larger in 6 States.

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LAMB CROP REPORT - 1963 
Illinois Lamb Crop Down Eight Percent From Year Ago 


During the current season, 431,000 lambs were saved in [llinois, compared 
with 470,000 a year ago and the five-year, 1957-61, average of 463,000 lambs. 
This was eight percent less lambs saved than last year and seven percent below 
average. The January l inventory of breeding ewes one year old and older, at 
411,000, was three percent below a year earlier and five percent less than aver - 
age. The lambing rate was 105 lambs per 100 ewes on hand January 1, down from 
111 in 1962 and the five-year average of 107 lambs. 


United States Lamb Crop Three Percent Smaller 


The 1963 lamb crop totaled 19,695,000 head, 3 percent smaller than the 
20,315,000 lambs produced in 1962. The 13 Western sheep States (11 Western, 
South Dakota and Texas) produced one percent fewer lambs in 1963 than in 1962. 
The lamb crop in the 35 Native sheep States (excludes the 13 Western States and 
Alaska) is 7 percent smalier than last year. Estimates for Alaska are included 
in the United States total lamb crop. 


Breeding ewes one year old and older on farms and ranches January 1, 1963 
were three percent below 1962, and ewe lambs under one year old were also three 
percent lower than January: 1, 1962. 


The lamb crop percentage (number of lambs saved per 100 ewes one year old 
or older on farms and ranches January 1) this year at 95 percent was one point 
above 1962. The lambing percentage in both the Western and Native States was the 
same as the previous year at 90 and 105, respectively. 


Western States 


The 1963 lamb crop in the 13 Western States totaled 13,294,000 head--one percent 
below the 13, 432,000 lambs saved in 1962. The number of breeding ewes one year old 
and older on farms and ranches January 1, 1963 was two percent less than a year 
earlier. The number of early lambs (dropped before March 15) in the Western States 
was one percent less than in 1962. In Texas, where approximately 15 percent of the 
Nation's lambs are produced, the 1963 lamb crop was three percent below 1962. The 
Texas lambing percentage at 73 compares with 75a year earlier. Inthe 13 Western 
States the lamb crop was larger in three States, smaller in seven States, and the 
same in three States compared with the 1962 lamb crop. 


Native States 
In the 35 Native States, the 1963 lamb crop at 6, 396,000 head was seven percent 
below the 6,878,000 saved in 1962. The smaller lamb crop resulted from a seven 


percent decline in ewes one year old and older. The lamb crop was larger in six 
States, smaller in 23 States, and the same in six States.

Sheep and larnbs on feed for market in 7 major feeding States totaled 2,089, 000 
head on November 1, 1963. This is a 15 percent decline or 365,000 head from the 
2,454, 000 head on feed in these 7 states on November 1, 1962. Each of the States 
showed a decrease in the number on feed from a year ago. California had the greatest 
decline at 25 percent, Nebraska decreased 20 percent, Colorado was off 19 percent, 
Kansas declined 12 percent, Iowa and Texas were each down 9 percent and South Dakota 
decreased 3 percent. 


There were 1,772,000 head placed on feed during September and October 1963 
which was 85 percent of the number on feed November 1. In 1962, placements during 
these two months totaled 2, 123,000 head or 87 percent of the number on feed 
November 1.

There was a smaller number of sheep on feed in each weight group this year than 
there was a year ago in the 7 major sheep feeding states. The number weighing less 
than 60 pounds totaled 140,000 head, down 25 percent from the 186,000 on feed in this 
group in 1962. A total of 1, 149,000 head weighing 60-79 pounds was on hand this year, 
compared with 1,254,000 on feed a year earlier, a decrease of 8 percent. A total of 
725,000 head weighed 80-99 pounds, down 22 percent from the 934,000 head on hand 
November 1, 1962. Those weighing 100 pounds or more totaled 75,000 head, 6 percent 
below the 80,000 head in this group a year ago.

UNITED STATES LAMB CROP DOWN 7 PERCENT: The 1964 lamb crop totaled 17,905,000 head, a 7 percent decline from 
the 1963 crop of 19,224,000 head. The 13 Western sheep States (11 West, 

South Dakota, and Texas) produced 7 percent fewer lambs than in 1963 and 11 percent less than average. The lamb crop in the 
35 Native sheep States (excludes the 13 Western States and Alaska) was 6 percent smaller than in 1963 and 20 percent below aver- 
age. In Texas, which annually produces approximately 15 percent of the Nation's lambs, the lamb crop was 7 percent below last 
year and 15 percent below average. 
LAMBING PERCENTAGE DOWN: The lamb crop percentage (number of lambs saved per 100 ewes 1 year of age or older on farms 

and ranches January 1) for 1964 was 92, down 2 points from the 1963 percentage. The Western 
States lambing percentage, at 86, was down 3 points from the 1963 percentage, but the Native States lambing percentage, at 
106, was up 2 points from the previous year. 
13 WESTERN STATES: The 13 Western States (11 West, South Dakota, and Texas) produced a lamb crop of 12, 037, 000 head, 

7 percent below 1963 and 11 percent smaller than average. Both the decline in the number of breeding 
ewes, and the decrease in the lambing percentage contributed to the smaller lamb crop in 1964, The January 1, 1964 number of 
breeding ewes 1 year old and older on farms and ranches was 13,919,000 head, 4 percent lower than the 14, 514, 000 head on 
hand a year earlier and 6 percent below average. The number of early lambs (dropped before March 15) in the Western States 
was also about 7 percent smaller than a year earlier, 

NATIVE STATES: The 1964 lamb crop in the 35 Native States (excludes 13 Western States and Alaska) totaled 5, 863,000 head-- 

6 percent below the 6, 267, 000 head saved in 1963 and 20 percent below average. This lower number is due 
to a decrease in the number of ewes 1 year old and older January 1, 1964, since the lambing percentage was up 2 points--from 
104 to 106. In the 35 a States, the lamb crop was smaller in 24 States, unchanged in 5 States and larger in 6 States,

SHEEP AND LAMBS ON FEED - JANUARY 1, 1964 


ILLINOIS: Sheep and lambs on feed for market January 1, 1964 totaled 134,000 head, 
This year's January 1 inventory is down 9 percent from the 148,000 head on 
feed one year earlier and 19 percent below the 1958-62 average of 166,000 head. 

Of the total sheep and lambs on feed, 89 percent were westerns with the remaining 11 
percent natives. This compares with 80 percent westerns and 20 percent natives last 
year. 

Inshipments of sheep and lambs during the final quarter of 1963 were 21 percent lower 
than those of the last quarter of the preceding year, although third quarter inshipments 
were heavier. Mid-month prices received for lambs during October-December 1963 aver - 
aged $17.50 per hundredweight compared with $16.90 for the same period in 1962. 

A dry fall permitted extensive grazing. Pastures and feed lots were generally firm 
during December but sub-normal temperatures necessitated heavier feeding. 


UNITED STATES: Sheep and lambs on feed for market January 1, 1964 in 26 States de- 

creased 11 percent from the number on feed a year earlier. This year's 
number, at 3,618,000 head, is 444,000 head below the January 1, 1963 level of 4, 062, 000 
head. The market price of choice feeder lambs at Denver averaged $17. 44 per 100 pounds 
for the week ending October 12, 1963 compared with $18.40 for the week ending October 13, 
1962. In late December, Denver market prices were slightly lower and averaged $17. 25 
during the week ending December 28, 1963. Prices for the last week of December 1962 
averaged $18.75. 

Generally favorable fall weather conditions promoted grazing of forage throughout the 
United States through January 1 but snow cover halted grazing in some sections. Wheat 
pastures in the southern and central Plains provided some grazing this fall, although pgraz- 
ing supplies were below the past two vears. Corn Belt feed supplies are generally good. 

In the North Central States sheep and lambs on feed totaled 2, 080, 000 head on Janu- 
ary 1, 1964. This was a decrease of 8 percent from the 2,251 000 head on feed a year 
earlier. All States were below a year earlier. Ohio showed the sharpest decrease with 
numbers 15 percent below the previous year. Other declines were: Minnesota, 12 percent; 
Indiana, 11 percent; lowa and Wisconsin, 10 percent; Illinois, 9 percent; Michigan, 8 per- 
cent; Nebraska, 6 percent; Missouri, 5 percent; North Dakota, 4 percent; Kansas, 3 per- 
cent; and South Dakota, 2 percent. 

Feeder sheep and lamb shipments in 8 of the Corn Belt States for which data are avail- 
able totaled 1,443,610 head from July through November 1963. This was 10 percent below 
the number of inshipments for the same period in 1962. There were 1, 330,000 sheep and 
lambs on feed in the Western States January 1, 1964, a decrease of 14 percent from the 
1,546,000 head on feed a year earlier. Six States show a decrease in the number of sheep 
and lambs being fed while five States are higher. Colorado, the main sheep and lamb feed- 
ing State in the Nation, had 476,000 head on feed January 1 this year, a 21 percent decline 
from the number on feed a year earlier. California, the second largest Western feeding 
State, had 241,000 sheep and lambs on feed January 1, 1964, a decrease of 32 percent 
from a year earlier. 

Changes from a year earlier for States outside the Corn Belt and western regions were 
as follows: Texas, down 16 percent; Oklahoma, down 53 percent; and New York, down 
5 percent. 

On January 1, 1964 sheep and lambs on feed for market totaled 2, 114,000 head in the 
7 major feeding States. This was a decrease of 14 percent, or 348,000 head from the 
2,462,000 head on feed January 1, 1963, but 2,000 head above the November 1, 1963 num- 
ber on feed. These 7 major feeding States accounted for 58 percent of the number on feed 
in the 26 States January 1, 1964. All 7 States are below the January 1, 1963 level but 3 of 
the 7 States are above the November 1, 1963 number on feed. Compared with November l, 
1963, California and South Dakota were down 7 percent, Iowa was down 2 percent, and 
Colorado was down 1 percent. Kansas was up 22 percent, Texas was up 4 percent, and 
Nebraska was up 2 percent. 

November and December placements in the 7 major States totaled 805,000 head, 38 per- 
cent of the number on feed January 1, 1964. The remaining 62 percent had been on feed 
more than two months. Marketings of fed sheep and lambs from these 7 States in November 
and December totaled 803,000 head. This was a decline of 8 percent compared with the 
873,000 head marketed from these States in the corresponding two months of 1962. Iowa, 
South Dakota, Nebraska, and Kansas each marketed less than a year earlier)!’ /‘MakKetings 
were more than a year earlier in Texas, Colorado and California.

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SHEEP AND LAMBS ON FEED IN 7 STATES - MARCH I, 1964 





The number of sheep and lambs on feed on March 1 in 7 major feeding States was 
1,379,000 head. This was 7 percent below the number on feed in these States a year earlier. 
The number on feed March 1 this year showed a 35 percent seasonal decline from the 
2,114,000 head on feed in these States January 1, 1964. Last year the number of sheep 
and lambs on feed declined 40 percent between January 1 and March 1. The number of 
sheep and lambs on feed in 5 of the 7 States this March was below that of March 1963. The 
largest decreases were in California and Texas, down 26 percent and 24 percent respective - 
ly. The decrease in Colorado was 8 percent, Nebraska was down 4 percent, and Iowa 3 
percent. South Dakota showed an increase of 17 percent and Kansas numbers were 3 percent 
greater than on Marchl, 1963. 


Placement of sheep and lambs on feed during January and February in the 7 States 
was 495,000 head, a 6 percent increase from the corresponding period a year earlier. Fed 
sheep and lamb marketings during January and February totaled 1,230,000--a 15 percent 
reduction from numbers marketed during this two-month period in 1963. Marketings for 
the 1964 period were down in all States, with a 30 percent reduction estimated in California 
and 18 percent in both Colorado and Kansas. 


Classification of sheep and lambs on feed in the 7 major feeding States by weight 
groups was as follows: under 60 pounds, 34,000 head compared with 31,000 head last year; 
60-79 pounds, 253,000 head compared with 215,000 a year earlier; 80-99 pounds, 803,000 
head compared with 862,000 last year; and 289,000 head were over 100 pounds compared 
with 375,000 a year ago.

LAMB CROP REPORT - 1964 
Illinois Lamb Crop Down Eleven Percent From Year Ago 


The 1964 lamb crop is estimated at 384,000 lambs saved--the smallest crop 
since 1951. It is eleven percent below last year's 431,000 head and eighteen per - 
cent below the 1958-62 average of 468,000 lambs. The January I inventory of 
breeding ewes one year old and older, at 353,000, is fourteen percent below a 
year earlier and nineteen percent less than average. The ratio of lambs born to 
100 ewes one year old and over on hand January | estimated at 109 for 1964 com- 
pares with 105 in 1963 and the five-year average of 107. 


United States Lamb Crop Down 6 Percent 


The 1964 lamb crop totaled 18, 111,000 head, a decline of 6 percent from the 
19,303,000 head produced in 1963. The 13 Western sheep States (11 Western, 
South Dakota, and Texas) produced 6 percent fewer lambs than in 1963. In the 
35 Native sheep States (excluding the 13 Western States and Alaska) the lamb crop 
was 7 percent below the 1963 crop. 


Breeding ewes one year old and older on farms and ranches January 1, 1964, 
were 4 percent below a year earlier, while the number of ewe lambs under I! year 
were down 5 percent from January 1, 1963. 


The lamb crop percentage (number of lambs saved per 100 ewes 1 year old 
or older on January 1) at 92 percent, was 2 points below 1963. The lamb crop 
percentage for the Western States was 87, down 3 points from 1963. The Native 
States lambing percentage, at 106, was 2 points above the previous year. 


Western States 


The 1964 lamb crop in the 13 Western States totaled 12, 268, 000 head--6 percent 
below the 1963 crop of 13,031,000 lambs. The number of breeding ewes i year old 
and older on farms and ranches January 1, 1964 was down 3 percent from 1963. The 
number of early lambs (dropped before March 15) in the Western States was 5 per- 
cent less than in 1963. In Texas, where nearly 15 percent of the Nation's lambs 
are produced, the 1964 lambing percentage, at 70, was down for the fifth straight 
year. The 1964 lamb crop in Texas was 7 percent below a year earlier. In the 
13 Western States the lambing percentage was above 1963;in)3 States, lower in 
9 States and unchanged in one. The 1964 lamb crop was smaller in all 13 Western 
States compared with the 1963 crop. ul 27 1964 


Native States HIWERSETY RE TENOR 
The lamb crop in the 35 Native States totaled 5,837,000 head, a 7 percent 
decline from 1963. This lower number is due to a decrease in ewes 1 year old and 
older January 1, 1964,since the lambing percentage was up 2 points--from 104 to 


106. Of the 35 Native States, the lamb crop was smaller in 25 States, larger in 
5 and the same in 5.

SHEEP AND LAMBS ON FEED IN 7 STATES-NOVEMBER lI, 1964 


Sheep and lambs on feed for market in 7 major feeding States totaled 2, 187, 000 
head on November 1, 1964. This is slightly above the 2,178,000 head on feed in these 
7 States November 1, 1963. South Dakota and Colorado showed a 17 percent increase 
from a year earlier; Iowa was unchanged from November 1, 1963, and the remaining 
4 States showed a decline in the number on feed froma year earlier. Kansas showed 
the largest decline at 36 percent, Texas decreased 19 percent, Nebraska declined 
7 percent, and California was down 4 percent. 


A total of 1,885,000 head were placed on feed during September and October 1964, 
which was 86 percent of the number on feed November 1. During these same months 
in 1963, placements totaled 1,852,000 head or 85 percent of the number on feed 
November 1.

WEIGHT OF SHEEP AND LAMBS ON FEED 


The number of sheep on feed in each of the weight groups, with the exception of 
the 60-79 pound group, was more than a year earlier in the major sheep feeding 
States. The number weighing less than 60 pounds totaled 194,000 head, up 33 percent 
from the 146,000 on feed in 1963. A total of 1,085,000 head weighing 60-79 pounds 
was on hand this year, compared with 1,208,000 head on feed a year earlier, a 
decrease of 10 percent. A total of 792,000 head weighed 80-99 pounds, an increase 
of 6 percent from the 747,000 on feed November l, 1963. Those weighing 100 pounds

SHEEP AND LAMBS ON FEED - JANUARY 1, 1965 


ILLINOIS: Sheep and lambs on feed for market January 1, 1965 totaled 123,000 head. 
This year's January 1 inventory is down 8 percent from the 134,000 head on 

feed one year earlier and 26 percent below the 1958-62 average of 166,000 head. 

Of the total sheep and lambs on feed, 86 percent were westerns with the remaining 
14 percent natives. This compares with 89 percent westerns and 11 percent natives last 

ear. 

4 Inshipments of sheep and lambs during the final quarter of 1964 were 10 percent 
lower than those of the last quarter of the preceding year. Mid-month prices received 
for lambs during October-December 1964 averaged $18.65 per hundredweight compared 
with $17.50 for same period in 1963. 

A dry fall permitted extensive grazing and gleaning of stalk fields. 





UNITED STATES: Sheep and lambs on feed for market January 1, 1965 in 26 States 

decreased 9 percent from the number on feed a year earlier. This 
year's number at 3,327,000 head, is 346,000 head below the January 1, 1964 level of 
3,673,000 head. 

The market price of choice feeder lambs at Denver averaged $20.88 per 100 pounds 
for the week ending October 17, 1964 compared with $17.45 for the week ending October 19, 
1963. In late December, Denver market prices were slightly lower than in mid-October 
and averaged $19.75 during the week ending December 26, 1964. Prices for the last week 
of December 1963 averaged $17.25 per 100 pounds. 

Lack of moisture curtailed growth on ranges and pastures in many areas of the 
United States during the fall. Weather was generally favorable for grazing in most areas 
but supplies of grazing feed were below a year earlier and average. Wheat pastures in 
southern and central Plains provided only limited pasturing due to shortage of moisture 
early in the grazing season. Corn Belt feed supplies are generally good. 

There were 1, 825,000 sheep and lambs on feed in the North Central States on 
January 1. This was a 12 percent decrease from the 2,081,000 head on feed a year earlier. 
All States were below a year earlier except Michigan, which was unchanged. Kansas 
showed the sharpest decrease with numbers 41 percent below the previous year. Other 
declines were: Minnesota, 32 percent; Wisconsin, 12 percent; North Dakota, 11 percent; 
Ohio, 10 percent; Nebraska, 9 percent; Illinois, 8 percent; Indiana and South Dakota, 7 per- 
cent; and Iowa and Missouri, 3 percent. 

Feeder sheep and lamb shipments into 8 of the Corn Belt States for which data are 
available totaled 1, 452,660 head from July through November 1964. This was 1 percent 
above the number of inshipments for the same period in 1963. 

_ There were 1, 342,000 sheep and lambs on feed in the Western States January 1, 1965, 
a decrease of 3 percent from the 1,380,000 head on feed a year earlier. Six States show a 
decrease in the number of sheep and lambs being fed while four States are higher. Nevada 
shows no change. Colorado, the main sheep and lamb feeding State in the Nation, had 
476,000 head on January | this year, a 9 percent decline from the number on feed a year 
earlier. California, the second largest western feeding State, had 247,000 sheep and lambs 
on feed January 1, 1965, an increase of 2 percent from a year earlier. 

Changes from a year earlier for States outside the Corn Belt and western regions were 
as follows: Texas, down 26 percent; Oklahoma, down 23 percent; and New York, down 11 
percent. 

On January 1, 1965 sheep and lambs on feed for market totaled 1, 956,000 head in the 
7 major feeding States. This was a decrease of 11 percent, or 241,000 head from the 
2,197,000 head on feed January 1, 1964, and 204,000 head below the November 1, 1964 
number on feed. These 7 major feeding States accounted for 59 percent of the number on 
feed in the 26 States January 1, 1965. All 7 States except California were below the 
January 1, 1964 level and all 7 States except Kansas were below the November 1, 1964

It is six percent below last year's 401,000 head and eighteen 
percent below the 1959-63 average of 461,000 lambs. The January 1! inventory 
of breeding ewes one year old and older, at 352,000, is five percent below a 
year earlier and eighteen percent less than average. The ratio of lambs born 
to 100 ewes one year old and over on hand January | estimated at 107 for 1965 
compares with 108 in 1964. 


United States Lamb Crop Off 2 Percent 


The 1965 lamb crop totaled 17,606,000 head, 2 percent less than the 
17, 905,000 head produced in 1964. The lamb crop in the 13 Western sheep 
States (11 Western, South Dakota and Texas) was virtually unchanged from 
the preceding year. In the 35 Native sheep States (excluding the 13 Western 
States and Alaska) the lamb crop was 5 percent smaller than last year. 


Breeding ewes 1 year old and older on farms and ranches January 1, 1965 
were 4 percent below a year earlier, and ewe lambs under 1 year old were 
down 7 percent from January 1, 1964. 


The lamb crop percentage (number of lambs saved per 100 ewes 1 year 
old or older on hand January 1) at 94 percent, was up 2 points from 1964. The 
Western States lambing percentage at 90, was 4 points above 1964. The lamb 
crop percentage for the Native States was 105,down 1 point from the previous 
year. 


Western States 


The 1965 lamb crop in the 13 Western States totaled 12, 021,000 head-- 
slightly below the 1964 crop of 12,037,000 lambs. The number of breeding 
ewes 1 year old and older on farms and ranches January 1, 1965 was down 
4 percent from 1964. The number of early lambs (dropped before March 15) 
in the Western States was 2 percent higher than in 1964. In Texas, where 
about 15 percent of the Nation's lamb crop is produced, the 1965 lambing 
percentage at 81, was 12 percentage points higher than the 1964 percentage. 
Improved range conditions were largely responsible for ending 5 years of 
declining lambing percentages in Texas. The increase of 9 percent above 
last year in the Texas lamb crop plus increases in 4 other Western States 
nearly offset declines in the remaining 8 Western States. The lambing percent- 
age in the 13 Western States as compared with 1964 was higher in 5 States, 
smaller in 7 States, and unchanged in 1 State. 


Native States 


The lamb crop in the 35 Native States totaled 5,579,000 head--down 
5 percent from the 1964 crop. It was larger than 1964 in 6 States, lower in 
23 States and unchanged in 6 States. The major factor in the smaller lamb 
crop was a 4 percent decline in the number of ewes 1 year old and older 
January 1, 1965, from a year earlier. The lambing percentage at 105 was 
1 percentage point below the 1964 figure.

SHEEP AND LAMBS ON FEED - JANUARY 1, 1966 


ILLINOIS: Sheep and lambs on feed for market January 1, 1966 totaled 123,000 head-- 
the same as a year earlier but 23 percent below the 1959-63 average. Inship- 
ments of sheep and lambs during August-December 1965 were 6 percent above the same 
period in 1964. 
Mid-month prices received for lambs during October-December 1965 averaged $22, 30 
per hundredweight compared with $19.00 for the same period a year earlier. The lack of 
snowfall has permitted extensive grazing and gleaning of stalk fields. 


UNITED STATES: The number of sheep and lambs on feed on January 1, 1966 in 26 States 
for slaughter market was up | percent from a year earlier. is year's 
number on feed is estimated at 3, 335,000 compared with 3,291,000 on January 1, 1965. 

Range and pastures in most areas of the United States provided ample supplies of 
feed during the fall months. Generally mild weather prevailed through mid-December, 
and supplemental feeding requirements were below normal. Wheat pastures in the southern 
and central Plains provided more forage than a year earlier, but wheat growth was held 
back by dry weather in November. Farm stocks of feed grains on January 1, 1966 were 
12 percent above the previous year and 3 percent above average. 

The market price of choice feeder lambs at Denver averaged $23.00 per 100 pounds 
for the week ended October 16, 1965, compared with $20. 88 for the week ended October 17, 
1964. For the week ended January 1, 1966 the Denver market for choice feeder lambs 
averaged $26.15, up $6.40 per 100 pounds from a year earlier and $3. 15 above mid- 
October 1965. 

There were 1, 746,000 sheep and lambs on feed for slaughter in the North Central 
States on January 1, 1966. This was a 4 percent decrease from fhe I, 818, 0UU head on 
feed a year earlier. Kansas showed a sharp increase of 34 percent resulting from 
better wheat pastures than a year ago. In Indiana, Illinois, and Minnesota the number of 
sheep on feed was unchanged froma year earlier. All other North Central States showed 
decreases from a year earlier. Feeder sheep and lamb shipments into 8 of the Corn Belt 
States for which data are available totaled 1,218,513 head for the period July through 
November 1965. This was 16 percent less than the number of inshipments for the same 
period in 1964, 

Sheep and lambs on feed for slaughter in the Western States totaled 1,442,000 head 
on January 1, 1966, up 10 percent from the I, 314,000 head on feed a year earlier. Six 
States showed increases in the number of sheep being fed, while 5 States were lower. 
Colorado, the largest sheep and lamb feeding State in the Nation, had 551,000 head on 
January 1 this year, a 28 percent increase from the 430,000 on feed a year earlier. 
California, the second largest western feeding State, had 188,000 sheep and lambs on 
feed, down 24 percent from January 1, 1965. 

Sheep and lambs on feed on January 1, 1966 for slaughter market totaled 1, 896, 000 
head in the 7 SEs feeding States. This is an increase of 1 percent, or 23,000 head, 
from the 1,873, head on feed January 1, 1965, but 61,000 head less than the Novem- 
ber 1, 1965 number on feed. These 7 major feeding States accounted for 57 percent of 
the number on feed in the 26 States January 1, 1966. Kansas and Colorado were up 
sharply from a year earlier in number on feed January 1, while the other 5 States were 
below the previous year's number. Compared with the November 1, 1965 number on 
feed, Iowa, Kansas, and Colorado showed increases while the other 4 States were down. 

Placements in November and December in the 7 major States totaled 709,000 head, 

37 percent of the number on feed January 1, 1966. This compares with 599, 000 head 
placed during this period the previous year or 32 percent of the number on feed January l, 
1965. Marketings of fed sheep and lambs from these 7 States during November and Decem- 
ber totaled 770,000 head. This was 7 percent less than the 830,000 head marketed during 
the corresponding two months of 1964. Marketings in Kansas, Texas, and California were 
greater than a year earlier. Inthe other 4 States marketings were less than a year earlier.

ILLINOIS: Lamb Crop Down 4 Percent: An estimated 302,000 lambs were saved 
i ee to airing the 1966 lambing season, compared 
with 313,000 during 1965 and the 1960-64 average of 423,000. The number of breed- 
ing ewes one year old or older on January 1, 1966 was 284,000 down from 293, 000 
ewes a year earlier and the five-year average of 396,000. During the 1966 lambing 
season, 106 lambs were saved per 100 ewes one year old or over on hand January 1, 
identical to the 106 lambs saved per 100 ewes in 1965. 


UNITED STATES: Lamb Crop Down 3 Percent: The 1966 lamb crop totaled 15, 879, 000 
——— head. The number of breeding ewes 
one year old and older on farms and ranches January 1, 1966 was 4 percent below a 
year earlier. The 13 Western sheep States (11 West, South Dakota, and Texas) pro- 
duced 2 percent fewer lambs than in 1965. The lamb crop in the 35 Native sheep States 
(excludes 13 Western States and Alaska) was 4 percent smaller than in 1965. In Texas, 
which produces nearly one-sixth of the Nation's lambs, the lamb crop was 3 percent 
below 1965. 


The lamb crop percentage (number of lambs saved per 100 ewes 1 year of age or 
older on farms and ranches January 1) for 1966 was 94, up 1 point from the 1965 per- 
centage. The Western States lambing percentage, at 91, was up 2 points from the 1965 
percentage, but the Native States lambing percentage, at 104, was the same as the 
previous year. 


The 13 Western States produced a lamb crop of 10,993,000 head, 2 percent below 
1965. A decline in the number of breeding ewes more than offset the increase in the 
lambing percentage. The January 1, 1966 number of breeding ewes 1 year old and 
older on farms and ranches was 12, 134,000 head, 4 percent less than a year earlier. 
Only four of the 13 States reported an increase in the lamb crop compared with a year 
earlier. The number of early lambs (dropped before March 15) in the Western States 
was 2 percent greater than a year earlier. 


The 1966 lamb crop in the 35 Native States totaled 4,880, 000 head--4 percent 
below the number saved in 1965. The smaller lamb crop resulted from a 4 percent 
drop in the number of ewes 1 year old and older January 1, 1966, as the lambing per- 
centage was unchanged. The January 1, 1966 number of breeding ewes 1 year old and 
older on farms and ranches was 4, 707,000 head.

LAMB CROP REPORT - 1966 
Illinois Lamb Crop Down Three Percent From Year Ago 


The 1966 lamb crop is estimated at 364,000 lambs saved--three percent below 
last year's 377,000 head and 19 percent below the 1960-64 average of 448,000 
lambs. The January | inventory of breeding ewes one year old and older, esti- 
mated at 341,000 head, is three percent below a year earlier and 18 percent less 
than the five-year average. The number of lambs saved per 100 ewes one year 
old and over on hand January 1 is estimated at 107--the same lambing percentage 
as last year. 


United States Lamb Crop Off One Percent 


The 1966 lamb crop totaled 17,297,000 head, one percent less than the 
17,557,000 head produced in 1965. The lamb crop in the 13 Western Sheep 
States (11 Western, South Dakota and Texas) was down less than one percent 
from the preceding year. In the 35 Native sheep States (excluding the 13 Western 
States and Alaska) the lamb crop was four percent smaller than last year. 


Breeding ewes one year old and older on farms and ranches January 1, 1966 
were three percent below a year earlier, but ewe lambs under one year old were 
up ten percent. 


The lambing percentage (number of lambs saved per 100 ewes one year old 
or older on hand January 1) at 95 was up one point from 1965. The Western States 
lambing percentage, at 92, was two points above 1965, while the percentage for 
the Native States was 105, unchanged from the previous year. 


Western States 


The 1966 lamb crop in the 13 Western States totaled 11,869,000 head--down 
slightly from the 1965 crop of 11,924,000 head. The number of breeding ewes 
one year old and older on farms and ranches January 1, 1966 was down three per - 
cent from 1965, Texas, the leading sheep State, with 16 percent of the Nation's 
lamb crop, had a lambing percentage of 83, up two percentage points from a year 
earlier. The Texas lamb crop was virtually unchanged from a year earlier because 
of a smaller number of ewes one year old and older on January 1. Colorado, 
Wyoming and Arizona had larger lamb crops than during the previous year, 
California was unchanged from 1965, and all other States were below last year. 
The number of early lambs (dropped before March 15) in the Western States was 
three percent higher than in 1965. 


Native States 


The lamb crop in the 35 Native States totaled 5,422,000 head--down four per- 
cent from the 1965 crop. It was larger than 1965 in six States, lower in 24 States 
and unchanged in five States. The number of ewes one year old and older on 
January 1, 1966 in the Native States was down four percent from a year earlier, 
The lambing percentage at 105 was unchanged from 1965.

SHEEP AND LAMBS ON FEED - JANUARY 1, 1967 


ILLINOIS: Sheep and lambs on feed for market January 1, 1967 totaled 118, 000 

head--4 percent below last year and 18 percent below the 1961-65 
January l average. Inshipments of sheep and lambs during August-December 1966 
were 15 percent below the same period in 1965. 

Mid-month prices received for lambs during October-December 1966 averaged 
$21.40 per hundredweight compared with $22.30 for the same period a year earlier. 
An open winter and mild temperatures have been favorable for livestock and feeding 
conditions. Stalk fields have been grazed extensively. 


UNITED STATES: Sheep and lambs on feed in 26 States on January 1, 1967 for 

slaughter market was 6 percent below the number on feed a year 
earlier. Sheep on feed in these 26 States totaled 3,069,000 on January 1, 1967 com- 
pared with 3,278,000 on January 1, 1966. 

Range and pastures during the fall grazing months were substantially below last 
year and slightly below average over most of the Great Plains. Snow cover has 
limited grazing the latter part of December over much of the northern half of the 
country. Dry weather since wheat emerged has severely limited wheat pasture 
growth. Farm stocks of major feed grains on January 1, 1967 were 6 percent below 
a year earlier. 

The Denver quotation of choice feeder lambs averaged $23.75 per 100 pounds 
for the week ending October 15, 1966, compared with $23.00 for the corresponding 
week a year earlier. For the week ending January 7, 1967 the Denver quotation for 
choice feeder lambs averaged $23.00, down $3.65 per 100 pounds from a year earlier 
and $, 75 below mid-October 1966, 

There were 1,546,000 sheep and lambs on feed for slaughter market in the 
North Central States on January 1, 1967. This was 11 percent less than the 
1,744,000 head on feed a year earlier. Indiana, Missouri, and North Dakota 
showed an increase while the remaining 9 States declined from last year. Kansas 
showed a sharp drop of 58 percent resulting from poorer wheat pastures than a year 
earlier, 

Feeder sheep and lamb inshipments into 8 of the Corn Belt States for which 
data are available totaled 1, 122,241 head for the July through November 1966 period. 
This was 8 percent less than the number of inshipments for the same period in 1965. 

Sheep and lambs on feed for slaughter in the 13 Western States on January l, 
1967 totaled 1,268,000 head, down 7 percent from the 1, 366,000 head on feed a year 
earlier, Four States showed increases from the preceding January 1 in the number 
of sheep and lambs being fed while 8 States showed decreases. Colorado, the largest 
sheep and lamb feeding State in the Nation had 475,000 head on feed January 1 this 
year, down 5 percent from the 500,000 head on feed January 1, 1966. Texas 
replaced California as the second largest Western sheep and lamb feeding State 
with 220,000 head on feed, an increase of 85 percent from a year earlier. 

There were 1,728,000 sheep and lambs on feed in the 7 major feeding States 
on January 1, 1967. This is a decrease of 8 percent from the 1,872,000 head on 
feed a year earlier, but a 3 percent increase over the 1,672,000 head being fed for 
slaughter in these States on November 1, 1966. These 7 major feeding States 
accounted for 56 percent of the number on feed in the 26 States on January 1, 1967. 
Texas showed a sharp increase from a year earlier in the number on feed while the 
other 6 States showed decreases. Compared with November 1, 1966, Nebraska, 
Kansas, and California showed fewer sheep on feed January 1, 1967 while the other 
4 States showed an increase, 

Placements during November and December in the 7 major States totaled 
722,000 head, only 1,000 head less than were placed during the same period ayear 
earlier. November-December placements were 42 percent of the January 1, 1967 
number on feed. 

Marketings of fed sheep and lambs from these 7 States during November and 
December at 666,000 head were down 13 percent from the 764,000 head marketed 
during the same period in 1965. Marketings in South Dakota and Kansas were up 
from a year earlier while in the other 5 States November and December marketings 


showed moderate to sharp declines.

Illinois Lamb Crop Down Three Percent From Year Ago 


The 1967 lamb crop is estimated at 293,000 lambs saved--three percent 
below last year's 302, 000 head and 25 percent below the 1961-65 average of 
392,000 lambs. The January 1 inventory of breeding ewes one year old and 
older, estimated at 267,000 head, is six percent below a year earlier and 27 per- 
cent less than the five-year average. The number of lambs saved per 100 ewes 
one year old andoider on hand January | is estimated at 110--an increase of 
4 percent over last year's lambing percentage. | 


United States Lamb Crop Off Six Percent 


The 1967 lamb crop totaled 14, 988, 000 head, 6 percent less than the 
15, 879, 000 head produced in 1966. The lamb crops in both the 13 Western 
Sheep States and the 35 Native Sheep States were 6 percent smaller than a year 
earlier. 


Breeding ewes 1 year old and older on farms and ranches January 1, 1967 
were 4 percent below a year earlier, and ewe lambs under 1 year old were down 
2 percent from last year. 


The lambing percentage (number of lambs saved per 100 ewes 1 year or 
older on hand January 1), at 92, was 2 points below 1966. The Western States 
lambing percentage, at 87, was 4 points less than 1966, while the percentage in 
the Native States was 106, up 2 points from the previous year. 


Western States 


The 1967 lamb crop in the 13 Western States (11 Western, South Dakota, 
and Texas) totaled 10, 384, 000 head, down 6 percent from the 1966 crop of 
10, 993,000 head. The number of breeding ewes 1 year old and older on farms 
and ranches January 1, 1967 was down 2 percent from 1966. Texas, the leading 
sheep State, with 16 percent of the Nation's lamb crop, dropped 8 percent from a 
year earlier. A decline of 7 points in the Texas lambing percentage from 82 in 
1966 to 75 in 1967 more than offset a 1 percent increase of ewes 1 year old and 
older on January 1, 1967. The lamb crop was smaller than a year earlier in-all 
Western States except Utah and California. The number of early lambs (dropped 
before March 15) in the Western States was 4 percent lower than in 1966. 


Native States 


The lamb crop in the 35 Native States (excluding the 13 Western States 
and Alaska) totaled 4, 597, 000 head--down 6 percent from the 1966 crop of 
4,880,000 head. The lamb crop was lower in 27 States, higher in 6 States, and 
unchanged in 2 States. The number of ewes 1 year old and older on January Il, 
1967 in the Native States was down 8 percent from a year earlier. The lambing 
percentage at 106 was 2 points above 1966.

SHEEP AND LAMBS ON FEED - JANUARY 1, 1968 


ILLINOIS: Sheep and lambs on feed for market January 1, 1968 totaled 82, 000 
head--35 percent below last year and 41 percent below the 1962-66 
January 1 average. Inshipments of sheep and lambs during August-December 1967 
were 31 percent below the same period in 1966. 
Mid-month prices received for lambs during October-December 1967 averaged 
$21.17 per hundredweight compared with $21.40 for the same period a year earlier. 


UNITED STATES: Numbers of sheep and lambs on feed for slaughter market in the 

26 States on January 1, 1968 were 9 percent below a year earlier. 
Sheep on feed in these 26 States totaled 2, 938,000 on January 1, 1968 compared with 
3y297,-000 on January 1, 1967. 

Range and pastures during the fall grazing months were above last year and 
slightly above average over most of the Great Plains. Snow cover limited grazing 
the last half of December over much of the ranges in the Western States. 

There were 1, 408, 000 sheep and lambs on feed for slaughter market in the North 
Central States on January 1, 1968. This was 13 percent less than the 1, 612,000 head 
on feed a year earlier. 

Feeder sheep and lamb inshipments into 8 of the Corn Belt States for which data 
are available totaled 862, 627 head for the July through November 1967 period. This 
was 23 percent below inshipments for the same period a year earlier. 

Sheep and lambs on feed for slaughter in the 11 Western Stateson January 1, 1968 
totaled 1, 264, 000 head, down 7 percent from the 1, 363, 000 head on feed a year earlier. 
The number of sheep and lambs being fed showed a decrease in 8 States and increased 
in 3 States. In Colorado, the leading sheep and lamb feeding State, a total of 480, 000 
were on feed January 1, 1968, down 6 percent from January 1, 1967. 

There were 1, 680, 000 sheep and lambs on feed in 7 major feeding States on 
January 1, 1968. This was down 7 percent from the 1, 799, 000 head on feed a year 
earlier, but 1 percent below the November 1, 1967 estimate of 1, 704, 000 head being 
fed for slaughter. These 7 States comprised 57 percent of the total number on feed 
in the 26 States on January 1, 1968. Nebraska showed a 34-percent decrease from a 
year earlier in the number on feed January 1, 1968. Kansas, Colorado, and Iowa 
were down from a year earlier while Texas was unchanged and the other 2 States 
showed an increase. 

Placements during November and December 1967 in these 7 States totaled 
727, 000 head, 4 percent less than placements during the same period a year earlier. 
November-December placements were 43 percent of the January 1, 1968 number on 
feed. 

Marketings of fed sheep and lambs from these States during November and Decem- 
ber at 751,000 head were up 5 percent from the 712, 000 head marketed during the 
same period in 1966. Marketings in Nebraska were the same while Kansas, South 
Dakota, and Iowa were down froma year earlier. The other 3 States showed increases 
in November-December marketings. 

The weight group breakdown of sheep and lan.bs on feed in the 7 States on January 1 
1968 compared with a year earlier was as follows: under 60 pounds, 30,000 head, 
down 14 percent; 60-79 pounds, 333,000 head, down 19 percent; 80-99 pounds, 

1, 105, 000 head, down 5 percent; and 100 pounds and over, 212,000 head, up 12 percent. 

A total of 76, 000 head of sheep and lambs was on feed in the major wheat pasture 
areas of Kansas, Oklahoma, and Texas. This was 4 percent more than the number on 
feed in this area January l, 1967. On December 15, 1967 about 35 percent of the 
seeded wheat in the three State area had sufficient growth to permit grazing and about 
26 percent of the fall seeded acreage was being pastured.

ILLINOIS: Lamb Crop Down 3 Percent: An estimated 294, 000 lambs were saved 

during the 1967 lambing season, compared 
with 302,000 during 1966 and the 1961-65 average of 392,000. The number of breed- 
ing ewes one year old or older on January 1, 1967 was 272, 000 down from 284, 000 
ewes a year earlier and the five-year average of 367,000. During the 1967 lambing 
season, 108 lambs were saved per 100 ewes one year old or over on hand January 1, 
compared with 106 lambs saved per 100 ewes in 1966. 


UNITED STATES: Lamb Crop Down 5 Percent: The 1967 lamb crop is estimated 

at 15,040,000 head. Breeding ewes 
one year old and older on farms and ranches January 1, 1967 were 4 percent below 
a year earlier, and ewe lambs under 1 year old were down 2 percent from January 1, 
1966. The 13 Western sheep States produced 6 percent fewer lambs in 1967. The 
lamb crop in the 35 Native States was 5 percent below 1966. In Texas, the leading 
sheep State, the lamb crop was 8 percent smaller thana year earlier. 


The lamb crop percentage (number of lambs saved per 100 ewes 1 year old or 
older on hand January 1) for 1967 was 93, down 1 point from the 1966 percentage. 
The Western States lambing percentage, at 88, was 3 points below 1966, while the 
percentage in the Native States was 106, up 2 points from the previous year. 


The 13 Western States (11 West, South Dakota, and Texas) produced a lamb crop 
of 10, 384, 000 head, 6 percent less than the 1966 crop of 10, 993, 000 head. Beth a 
decline in the number of breeding ewes and a drop in the lambing percentage contribu- 
ted to the smaller lamb crop in 1967. The January 1, 1967 number of breeding ewes 
1 year old and older was 11, 816,000 head, 3 percent less than January 1, 1966. The 
lamb crop was smaller than a year earlier in all Western States except Utah and 
California. The number of early lambs (dropped before March 15) in the Western 
States was down 4 percent froma year earlier. 


The 1967 lamb crop in the 35 Native States is estimated at 4, 649, 000 head, 
5 percent less than the number saved in 1966. The lamb crop was smaller in 26 
States, unchanged in |] State, and larger in 8 States. The number of ewes 1 year 
old and older on hand January 1, 1967 was down 7 percent from a year earlier. The 
lambing percentage at 106 was 2 points above 1966.

ILLINOIS: Lamb Crop Down 7 Percent: An estimated 272,000 lambs were saved 
during the 1968 lambing season, compared 
with 294,000 during 1967 and 302, 000 during the 1966 season. 


The number of breeding ewes one year and older on January 1, 1968 was 250, 000, 
eight percent below the previous year's 272,000, and 12 percent under the 284, 000 in 
1966. 

During 1968, 109 lambs were saved per 100 ewes one year old or older on hand 
January 1 compared with 108 saved per 100 ewes in 1967. 


UNITED STATES: Lamb Crop Down 4 Percent: The 1968 lamb crop in the United 

States is estimated at 14, 416, 000 
head, 4 percent less than the 15, 003, 000 head produced in 1967. The lamb crop in 
the 13 Western Sheep States was 2 percent smaller, and in the 35 Native Sheep States 
7 percent smaller than a year earlier. Breeding ewes 1 year old and older on farms 
and ranches January 1, 1968 were down 6 percent from a year earlier, and ewe lambs 
under 1 year old were down 14 percent. 


The lambing percentage for 1968 (number of lambs saved per 100 ewes 1 year old 
or older on hand January 1), at 94, was 1 point above 1967. The Western States 
lambing percentage, at 90, was 2 points higher than a year earlier, while the per- 
centage for the 35 Native States, at 106, was unchanged. 


The 1968 lamb crop in the 13 Western States (11 Western, South Dakota, and 
Texas) totaled 10, 097, 000 head, down 2 percent from the 1967 crop of 10, 355, 000 
head. The number of breeding ewes 1 year old or older on January 1, 1968, at 
11,203,000 head, was down 5 percent froma year earlier. The lambing percentage 
during 1968 was 2 points higher than the previous year. The lamb crop was larger 
than a year earlier in Wyoming and New Mexico, virtually unchanged in Arizona and 
Utah but smaller in the 9 remaining States. The number of early lambs (dropped 
before March 15) in the Western States was down 3 percent from a year earlier. 


The lamb crop in the 35 Native States (excluding the 13 Western States and 
Alaska) totaled 4, 312,000 head--down 7 percent from the 1967 crop of 4, 641, 000 
head. The number of ewes 1 year old and older on January 1, 1968 was 4, 068, 000 
head, 7 percent less than a year earlier. The lambing percentage for 1968 at 106 
was unchanged from 1967.

The January 1 inventory of breeding ewes one year old and 
older, estimated at 250, 000 head, is eight percent below a year earlier and 
26 percent less than the five-year average. The number of lambs saved per

The 1968 lamb crop totaled 14, 472, 000 head, 4 percent less than the 
15, 040, 000 head produced in 1967.

Sheep and lambs on feed ‘in 7 major feeding States on January l, 
1972 totaled 1, 514,000 head, 7 percent more than a year earlier, and 
5 percent above the November 1, 1971 level. These 7 States accounted 
for 56 percent of the total sheep and lambs on feed in the 26 States on 
January 1, 1972. 


Placements in the 7 States during November and December 1971 
totaled 802,000 head, compared with 645, 000 head placed on feed during 
these months in 1970. November-December placements were 53 percent 
of the January 1 number on feed in the 7 States. 


Marketings of fed sheep and lambs for slaughter from these States 
during November and December 1971 were 732,000 head, 2 percent above 
the number marketed during this period a year earlier. 


The 7-State number on feed in each weight group and changes from 
January 1, 1971 are as follows: Under 70 pounds - 129,000 head, up 
42,000; 70-79 pounds - 303,000 head, up 79,000; 80-89 pounds - 482, 000 
head, up 19,000; 90-99 pounds - 418,000 head, up 13,000; 100 pounds and 
over - 182,000 head, down 60, 000.

Illinois Sheep Numbers Down 9 Percent 


Sheep and lambs on Illinois farms Janu- 
ary 1, 1975 totaled 229,000, 9% less 
than a year earlier, according to the 
Illinois Cooperative Crop Reporting 
Service. Stock sheep accounted for 
195, 000 of the total, a decline of 7% 
from January 1, 1974. Sheep and 
lambs on feed January 1, 1975 num- 
bered 34,000, compared to 42,000 a 
year earlier. 


Illinois Lamb Crop Down 8 Percent 


The 1974 lamb crop in Illinois at 176,000 
head was 8% below the previous year. 
The number of lambs per 100 ewes at 
110 is up from the 109 a year earlier. 
Breeding ewes declined from 176, 000 

on January 1, 1973 to 160,000 on 
January 1, 1974. 


UNITED STATES 


U.S.Sheep Inventory Down 11 Percent 


The inventory of all sheep and lambs on 
January 1, 1975 is 14.5 million head, 

a decline of 11% during 1974 and 18% 
below January 1, 1973. Stock sheep 
numbers at 12.5 million head are down 
9% from a year earlier. This decline 
included ewes one year old and older 
down 9% at 10.1 million head; rams and 
wethers one year old and older down 4% 
at 446,000; ewe lambs under one year 
down 16% at 1.5 million. Wether and 
ram lambs at 407, 000 head are up 12% 
from a year earlier. The 26 principal 


sheep feeding States have 2.1 million 
on feed for slaughter market, down 22% 
from a year earlier.

Sheep and lambs in Illinois January 1, 
1978 totaled 184,000, 2% more than 

a year earlier, according to the 
Illinois Cooperative Crop Reporting 
Service. Stock sheep accounted for 
167, 000 of the total, an increase of 
3% from January 1, 1977. Sheep and 
lambs on feed January 1, 1978 num- 
bered 17,000, compared with 18, 000 
a year earlier. The number of sheep 
operations in Illinois is estimated at 
7,500 for 1977, the same as the previ- 
ous year.

U. S. Sheep and Lamb Numbers 


Down 3 Percent 


Sheep and lamb numbers in the 

United States on January 1, 1978 
totaled nearly 12. 4 million head. 

This was 3% below a year earlier 

and down 7% from January 1, 1976. 
The inventory included 10. 8 million 
stock sheep, down 2% from January l, 
1977. Ewes one year old and older, 
accounting for 80% of all stock sheep, 
decreased 3% to 8.6 million head. 
Wethers and rams one year old and 
over accounted for 372,000 head, up 
3% from a year earlier. Ewe lambs, 
at 1.5 million head, were up 6% while 
wether and ram lambs fell 15% to 
324,000 head. Sheep and lambs onfeed 
January 1 for slaughter market in the 26 
major feeding States totaled 1.6 million 
head, down 7% from the preceding year 
and down 14% from the January 1, 1976 
level.

The 1978 Illinois lamb crop is estimated 

at 141,000 head, 1% above the 1977 crop, 
according to the Illinois Cooperative Crop 
Reporting Service. The January 1 inventory 
of breeding ewes one year old and older, 
estimated at 129,000, was up 3% from a 

year earlier. The number of lambs saved 
per 100 ewes one year old and older on hand 
January 1 is estimated at 109, compared 
with 111 a year ago. 


UNITED STATES 


The 1978 United States lamb crop was esti- 
mated at 8.02 million head, a 7% decline 
from 1977 and 10% smaller than 1976. On 
January 1, 1978 the inventory of breeding 
ewes 1 year old and older totaled 8.54 mil- 
lion head, 4% less than a year earlier. 

Ewe lambs under 1 year on January 1, 1978 
totaled 1.49 million head, up 6% froma 
year ago. The 1978 lambing rate (lambs 
born in the Native States, and lambs docked 
or branded in Western States) per 100 ewes 
1 year old and older on hand January 1 was 
94 compared with 97 in 1977.
